The new 
building 


in this city is of slow-burning or mill 
construction, which makes it practi- 
cally firei roc.". As a further 
safe- 


guard the builiiag does not entirely 
cover the i~* : •<! consequent^- Sre in 
nearby sti^tuies could not reach it] 
without leaping across open spaces. 


In designing the building the com- 


pany's architectural department 
has 


followed plans which have been found 
to give the" best results in buildings j 
of this kind. The structure is of 
brick, two stories in heigat, with 
.u>';my large 
windows, 
making 
the 


rooms light and airy. Its interior ar- 
rangements are such that the portion 
of the building in which is the mana- 
ger' office, 
the 
accounting 
depart- 


ment and the 
public pay station 


•booths are readily accessible to the 
public, being reached from the ,uain 
entrance which is on Vaughan street 
and occupying the tront of the mam 
floor. 


On. this floor also are the operating 


room and the quarters set aside for 
the use of the operators during their 
leisure time. 
The operating room 


occupies half the main floor. At one 
side of the apartment is the switch- 
board and the 
room is 
sufficiently 


large to contain a separate toll 
board, although at present both the 
local and long distance will be han- 
dled at the 
switchboard already 
iir^ 


stalled. This switchboard is of the 
lates and best design and construc- 
tion, 'being of the same type as ths 
lioards used'in large cities. 
Appar- 


atus of this kind is operated by the 
common battery or 
central 
energy 


system. As the name implies, all the 


electrical energy required in the o»- 
eraiion ot the telephone system is 
supplied at the central 
office and 


there are no haitery cells on the prem- 
ises of the subscribers. 
With 
the 


new system "central" is signalled by 
the lifting of the telephone receiver 
from its hook. This act causes a 
ting electric lamp on the switchboard 
to glow and thus to tell the operator 
that the line with which that particu- 
lar lamp is associated is calling. Af- 
ter she has asked for the 
number 


wanted and made the 
connections, 


other small signal lamps tell 
her 


when the call is answered, when eith- 
er of the persons talking requires her 
assistance and when the conversation 
is over. •Consequently, it is not nec- 
essary for a subscriber to "ring off" 
when he has finished using his tele- 
phone. 


The new switchboard has at pres- 


ent 300 lines, connected with which 
are 825 subscriber's. The equipment 
can be immediately extended to in- 
clude GOO subscribers' lines and sixty 
toll lines, and its ultimate capacity is 
five times as great. There are six- 
teen operators' "positions" at the 
board, divided equally between local 
and toll service. 
At. this season of 


the year five of the local and four of 
the toll "positions" are filled, "but dur- 


the Portsmouth office instead of be-

here. Besides this the calls between 
Portsmouth and York will be handled 
as are local calls, which will notice- 
ably quicken the service.

Tree«. 


The biggest and best oranges are not 


grown on good soil. Fruit growers can 
Improve on nature when It comes to 
feeding a tree. If they want to get tbe 
finest fruit they no longer pick out the 
rich, alluvial soils. Very fertile -hi 
produces citrus trees of rank growth, 
which often bear enormous crops, but 
the finest and highest priced fruit 
grows oil nearly sterile soii. 
This 


strange state of affairs is thus ex- 
plained: In fertile soils plant food Is 
seldom properly balanced; neither is it 
present in just the right condition for 
producing the best fruit. For some rea- 
son, too, It isn't possible to influence 
fruit through the medium of a rich, 
fertile soil. It doesn't seem to be a 
good medium for chemical fertilizers, 
whereas a soil which is almost sterile 
makes the right base upon which to 
build up ideal couditious. Trees may 
be started in it and then fed with juat 
such chemicals as will produce the 
finest quality of fruit

THE FIRST SPECTACLES. 


They Were Mude In Italy In the 


Century. 


Spectacles were invented late in the 


thirteenth century. The use of glass 
to aid the sight of defective eyes is. 
however, much older. Nero looked 
through a, concave glass in watching 
the gladiatorial games, and many other 
historical men of his day were depend- 
ent on similar devices for lengthening 
their sight. 


Till the latter part of the thirteenth 


century only the single glass was in 
use. Iu 1200 tbe double glass was in- 
vented, and iu the fourteenth century 
spectacles were used quite frequently 
by the very wealthy and high born, al- 
though they were still so scarce that 
they were bequeathed in will with all 
the elaborate care that marked the dis- 
position of a feudal estate. The first 
spectacles were ma.de In Italy.

A rapid penman can write thirty 


words a minute. To do this be must 
draw his pen through the space of a 
rod, sixteen and one-half feet In forty 
minutes bis pen travels a furlong, and 
in tlvc hours and a third a full mile. 
Ho makes, ou an average, sixteen 
curves or turns of the pen for each 
word written. Writing at the rate of 
thirty words per minute, he must make 
eight curves to each second; In au hour, 
2S.SOO; IM live hours, 144.000, and in 
300 days, working only five hours each 
day, he makes not less than 43,200,000 
curves and turns of the pen. The man 
that makes only 1,000,000 has done 
nothing remarkable; thcr« nre those 
that make four times that number.

The Swedish Lapps live entirely 


with, by and upon tholr reindeer. A 
Lapp who owns a thousand deer is n 
very rich man; but, as taxes are as 
sessed upon the number of deer, he is 
Inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 
Is the wolf, who, if so disposed, can 
kill thirty deer In a night. A b:ind of 
wolves can make a ilch Lapp poor. 
When the snow is deep and soft and 
It is announced that wolf tracks ha\e 
been seen in the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on sjow- 
shoes prepare for an exciting chase. 
The wolf may have a start of a mile 
or two, but the track it leaves in the 
deep, soft snow is so prominent that 
the hunters can follow it at their best 
speed. 


Tbe wolf, though he may run fast, 


has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowshoes rush 
through th£_wood, dart down steep 
hills and jump from lodges several 
yards hi height. Each hunter does his 
best to outrun the others, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
first blow. As soon as the leading 
hunter Is close enough to the wolf he 
gives it a heavy blow across the loins 
with his strong spiked snowshoe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur- 
sued, he kills it outright; if not, he 
disables it and waits till all the hunt- 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke.
